justice. Eleven rural 
magistrates courts 
have already closed in 
recent years.” 

Confirming the clo¬ 
sures after consulta¬ 
tion, Justice Minister 
Shailesh Vara said 
more than 97 per cent 
of citizens would still 
be able to reach their 
required court within 
an hour by car. 


However, Law Soci¬ 
ety president Jonathan 
Smithers said: “The 
majority of these clo¬ 
sures will make it 
more difficult for a 
significant number of 
people to get to court, 
disproportionately af¬ 
fecting people living 
in rural areas, those 
with disabilities and 
lower income families.

FORMER Woodroffe School student Billy 
Uppard, from Uplyme, is currently train¬ 
ing and competing full-time with the 
Great British Snowboard Cross team in 
Hintertux, Austria. 

After moving to Uplyme in 2008, the 19 
year old was selected for Team GB last 
year and will be with them until the end 
of April, after which he is hoping to re¬ 
turn next year to work towards the Win¬ 
ter Olympics 2018. 


• HOW did you first get into snowboard¬ 
ing? 

I studied at the Woodroffe School and this is 
probably where I mostly found my passion for 
sport, through the sports department and the 
head of PE Mr Snowling. I went on a family hol¬ 
iday when I was 16 and instantly picked up 
snowboarding, I then proceeded to do a sea¬ 
son in Val d’lsere doing completing my basic 
snowboard instructor's qualifications. I have 
since done another season in France as a bar¬ 
tender so I could keep my snowboarding up. 

I have always been very keen on sports and 
competed at national levels in water polo and 
had trials forTeam GB in water polo! 

• WHAT did you do before you joined Team 
GB? 

I work as a beach lifeguard for the RNLI in the 
summer time, which is not always the relaxed 
work it comes across as! You have to keep very 
fit and always be very focused. 

• HOW did you get selected forTeam GB? 

I received a phone call in August 2015 from the 
GB coach who had seen some videos of my 
boarding and asked if I wanted to join the 
team! I have my first race this month. 

• WHAT's the training regime like? 

When I got out here it was straight into intense 
training non-stop, going to the gym everyday 
after early 7am starts on the mountain for an 
eight hour day! I have since the start of season 
broken my wrist and torn my MCL and ACL so 
I have been out for a month but hoping to be 


back on snow for my first race in the Czeck Re¬ 
public. 

• WHAT do you hope to go on to do in the 
future? 

The plan is to keep my training up by working 
hard and hopefully receiving support through 
sponsorship and funding, as it is not a cheap

thing to do. I feel like I have a good shot at 
making it to 2018 Olympics in PyeongChang 
and proving that I wasn't just a guy that 
dropped out from school early and had no 
idea! 

Long-term I want to start my own business 
and start setting up snowboard camps for kids 
and adults all over England and possibly the 
world, and opening my own ski school in the 
mountains, probably in Austria on the Hinter¬ 
tux glacier.

Police 
execute 
more drug 
warrants 


THE Dorchester Neigh¬ 
bourhood Policing Team 
have executed another 
round of warrants this 
week on a number of 
local addresses within 
the town known to be 
connected to the supply 
and use of illegal drugs. 

Officers have said this 
sends out a clear mes¬ 
sage that they will con¬ 
tinue to act upon 
information that they re¬ 
ceive from the commu¬ 
nity, and from 
investigations, to tackle 
the issue.

Parking restrictions will 
push problem elsewhere 


NEW parking restrictions are to be 
brought in on several Dorchester roads - 
even though county councillors recog¬ 
nise it will simply push the perennial 
parking problem to other roads. 

New parking bans will be brought in on 
sections of Queen’s Avenue, Treves and 
Clarence Roads as well as Alfred and 
Cromwell Roads, both of which are used 
by rail travellers.

All of the areas are used for free, day¬ 
time parking by shop, hospital and town 
centre office workers. 

An existing no parking area in South 
Court Avenue which is currently en¬ 
forced by signs, which have no legal 
backing, will be made legitimate with 
double yellow lines. 

The costs of bring¬ 
ing in all the changes 
will be around 
£7,500. 

But with no Dorch¬ 
ester councillors on 
the regulation com¬ 
mittee some of the or¬ 
ders were the subject 
of attempts to throw 
them out - notably in 
Queen’s Avenue, with 
an attempt also made 
to move the ‘no park¬ 
ing’ area in South 


Court Avenue to the southern side of the 
road. 

Proposals to change current parking re¬ 
strictions in Coburg Road and Edward 
Road may be revised later in the year, but 
have been dropped for now, after a raft 
of complaints from residents. 

The changes in Queen’s Avenue and 
Treves Road will bring in no waiting re¬ 
strictions around the junctions and oppo¬ 
site the Middle School entrance on 
Queen’s Avenue. 

In Cromwell and Alfred Roads the 
junctions will be covered by new double 
yellow lines with a no waiting between 
9am and 5pm restriction on the area clos¬ 
est to the South Rail station. 

Local resident Douglas Every told the 
committee that people parking and leav¬ 
ing their cars all day had, effectively, 
turned many of the roads into single¬ 
lane. He said he backed the calls to 
switch the no parking area in South 
Court to the other side of the road which, 
he said would give a better sight line. 

“There is clearly a problem of parking 


in Dorchester. This seems to be about pushing the 
problems onto other roads,” he said - claiming 
that motorists who faced the new retrictions would 
simply move further down Treves Road and 
Garfield Avenue to park. 


County to raise tax by more than three per cent 


DORSET County Council has 
agreed to put up its share of council 
tax by 3.99 per cent, including two 
per cent to help pay for adult social 
care. 

At the full meeting of the county 
council this morning, councillors 
voted to approve the council’s 
budget for 2016/17, including the 
council tax increase. 

The county council is able to in¬ 
crease council tax by up to 1.99 per 
cent before triggering a local refer¬ 
endum. This year, the Government 
has also allowed it to raise council 
tax by a further two per cent, which 
can only be spent on adult social 
care. In Dorset, this will raise 
around £3.9million. 

Last week, the council received its 
final funding settlement from the 
Government, which gives it 
£4.1 million of transitional support 
to slow the impact of cuts in fund¬ 
ing over the next three years. 

This followed extensive lobbying 
by the council Leader Robert 
Gould, chief executive Debbie 
Ward and local MPs after the Gov¬ 
ernment’s provisional settlement in 
December left the council needing 
to find an extra £7.4million of sav¬ 
ings on top of £13million already 


planned in 2016/17. 

However, the council is still 
£3.3million worse off than it had 
planned for in December and has 
needed to use £2.2million of one- 
off funding from its reserves to set a 
balanced budget in 2016/17. 

Leader of the council, Councillor 
Robert Gould, said: “This has been 
our most challenging budget to bal¬ 
ance since 2010. We faced losing 47 
per cent of the grant we receive 
from Government this year and all 
of it within two years. 

“The Government did listen and 
respond to our calls for a fairer set¬ 
tlement for Dorset, which was the 
worst affected county in the country. 

“However, while this support will 
smooth the cuts in government 
funding out over a longer period, the 
same level of savings still need to be 
made. 

“The extra two per cent council tax 
precept will help meet the growing 
demands for care for vulnerable 
adults in our county. 

“Even so, the challenge will only 
get greater in future years and we 
will be continuing to make our case 
to Government to get the best deal 
for Dorset.” 

Councillor Gould reported to the 


council that the authority has had to take £70mil- 
lion out of its budget in the last five years and ex¬ 
pects this figure to reach £120million by 2020. 

The council’s Cabinet has already agreed to 
save £500,000 next year by cutting subsidies to 
rural bus services and cutting funding for the 
county’s youth services will also save £1 million 
a year. 

The council will set up a cross-party task and 
finish group to develop plans for further savings.

Flood damaged church hopes to reopen for Easter 


PARISHIONERS at a Charmin- 
ster church which has been closed 
for more than a year because of 
flooding are hoping to be open in 
time to celebrate Easter. 

The wooden floor and other 
areas of St Mary’s church were 
flooded in January 2014 after the 
River Cerne spilled into the 
churchyard. 

Since then an historic bridge, 
which was not big enough to deal 


with the flow, has been rebuilt to 
include larger arches. 

Since the church was closed the 
congregation has met mainly in 
the village hall for services and 
other occasions, with weddings 
having to be moved to other 
churches. 

Work started on the repairs in 
the New Year with workmen tak¬ 
ing out the wooden parquet floor 
and replacing some of the 


stonework which had also been 
damaged in the floods. 

Included in the works will be 
the installation of underfloor heat¬ 
ing. 

Around £50,000 still needs to be 
found for the full cost of repairs 
and further fundraising events are 
being planned, together with an 
appeal for those with a connection 
to the church to help with dona¬ 
tions.

Port puts nuclear submarine 
emergency plan to the test 



LOCAL and national agencies are 
preparing to test how they would 
manage a highly unlikely inci¬ 
dent involving a nuclear-pow¬ 
ered submarine at Portland Port. 

Portland is one of a number of 
UK ports authorised to accom¬ 
modate nuclear-powered vessels 
for the Royal Navy. 

Although the submarines visits 
are rare and an incident is highly 
unlikely, the Ministry of Defence, 
Portland Port, local councils, 
emergency and health services 
regularly test their readiness. 

The next emergency planning 
exercise at the port is due to take 
place on Wednesday, March 9th. 

People living and working close 
to Portland Port have been sent 


a letter about the exercise, to¬ 
gether with an information 
booklet outlining explaining 
what to do in the highly unlikely 
event of a real radiation emer¬ 
gency in the port. 

Councillor Francis Drake, Com¬ 
munity Safety Briefholder at Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough 
Council, said:"This exercise is car¬ 
ried out every three years to 
check that all authorities are pre¬ 
pared for the extremely unlikely 
event of an incident involving a 
nuclear submarine visiting Port¬ 
land Port. 

"We have written to all resi¬ 
dents within two kilometres of 
the port to let them know that it 
will be taking place on March 


9th. The impact of the exercise 
will be minimal as most activity 
will take place within Portland 
Port. 

"On March 9th people may see 
some emergency vehicles plus 
Ministry of Defence and Maritime 
& Coastguard Agency staff walk¬ 
ing around the area. There is no 
need to be alarmed as this will 
just be part of the exercise."

Minister criticises council for 
delay in Castle Cove decision 


A GOVERNMENT Minister has told Dorset 
County Council (DCC) to stop dragging its feet 
and make a decision about whether or not there is 
a Public Right of Way down to Castle Cove Beach 
in Weymouth. 

Environment Secretary Elizabeth Truss’s repre¬ 
sentative has written a letter to Tony Dobbs of the 
Friends of Castle Cove Beach noting that the ap¬ 
plication for a Public Right of Way - supported by 
79 people covering the period 1939 - 2013 - is not 
likely to be started by DCC until late 2018 or early 
2019. 

The minister’s representative decribes this as 
“unreasonable” and in a letter to DCC the Secre¬ 
tary of State has concluded “that the application 
should be determined without further significant 
delay”. 

Mr Dobbs said: “This is a significant blow for 
local democracy. The steps had been freely used 
for more than 100 years and I think it important 
that this right is officially recognised. 

“They are currently the only practical route to the 
sea and there are safety issues associated with the 
current position which the Secretary of State has 
acknowledged. 

“The Friends have made significant advances in 
the last six months. As a result of assistance and 
co-operation from local landowners and both 
Dorset and Weymouth and Portland councillors 
and officials, we believe we are close to getting 
agreement that will allow public access to be re¬ 
established. 

“But it is a long tortuous process with several 
hurdles yet to be cleared. This decision about the 
Right of Way is a significant achievement but 
much more remains to be done.

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Concern grows for missing teen 


THE Coastguard and a police heli¬ 
copter have been called out in the 
search for 18-year-old Louis Har¬ 
ris, who went missing on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day. 

Mr Harris, from Dorchester, was 
last seen at 4.20am on Sunday, 
(February 14th), on Weymouth 
beach near to the Pavilion, walking 
up the steps toward the pier. 

Police officers are concerned for 
his welfare as it is out of character 
for him to not have contact with his 
family. 

Police have been concentrating 
their searches in and around Wey¬ 
mouth town centre and the Wey¬ 
mouth coastline. 

In a statement released yesterday 
(Tuesday) Chief Inspector Jim 
Beashel, said: “We still have grave 
concerns for the welfare of Louis 
Harris. 

“We continue to carry out en¬ 
quiries and this morning we have 
been conducting extensive searches 
of Weymouth town centre, seafront 
and harbour with the assistance of

the Coastguard. 

“The police helicopter is due to 
assist by searching the Weymouth 
coastline this morning during low 
tide. 

“The family are being kept up to 
date with developments by spe¬ 
cially trained officers. 

“Anyone with information as to 
Louis’ whereabouts should please 
contact Dorset Police.” 

Louis is described as white, about 
five feet ten inches tall, of slim 
build and has brown short hair. 


He was last seen wearing a blue 
and white zipped hooded Lacoste 
top, a white Fat Face checked shirt 
with a blue and red checked pat¬ 
tern, blue jeans and Vans shoes. 

Chief Inspector Steve Horton, of 
Dorset Police, said: “We are be¬ 
coming increasingly concerned for 
Louis’ welfare as this behaviour is 
described as totally out of character 
for him. 

“He normally has good and reg¬ 
ular contact with his family but 
they have not heard from him since 
he went missing and have not been 
able to contact him. 

“We made a number of enquiries 
since Louis was reported missing 
but have not been able to locate 
him. 

“I am therefore urging anyone 
who may have seen Louis or a man 
matching his description to please 
call Dorset Police urgently.”

College to expand tree planting project 


KINGSTON Maur- 
ward College has taken 
advantage of a scheme 
devised by the Wood¬ 
land Trust to create 
more woodland. 

Working with people, 
partners and organisa¬ 
tions across the UK, the 
Woodland Trust has re¬ 
stored more than 
10,000 hectares of 
woodland and planted 
thousands of woods 
and millions of trees 
over the past four 
decades. 

As part of this cru¬ 
sade, Kingston Maur- 
ward applied for a 2015 
Autumn Schools’ pack 
and planted 420 trees in 
its Sticklefords field in 
the north of the estate in 
November. The plant¬ 
ing has been so suc¬ 
cessful that the college 
has had its application 
for an additional Au¬ 
tumn Schools’ Pack of 
another 420 trees ap¬ 
proved for planting this 
November to further in¬ 
crease its contribution 
to the environment. 

The college opted for 
the “Wildlife” pack 
which comprised 
Hawthorn, Hazel, 


Rowan, Blackthorn, 
Oak and Silver Birch 
for their seeds, fruit and 
nuts vital for the sur¬ 
vival of our native 
wildlife. The Silver 
Birch will provide a 
nurse crop to the others, 
and all will take three to 
four years’ growth to 
become of benefit to 
wildlife. 

Head Gardener, Nigel 
Hewish, said: “This is 
an excellent opportu¬ 
nity for us to provide 
vital wildlife corridors, 
connecting our students 
with nature and linking 
up our woodland 
areas.” 

Level one horticulture 
student Richard Hann, 
said: “It was a really 
enjoyable project as we 
learned how to plant 
trees properly which 
will benefit the envi¬ 
ronment in the future.”

TWO former Dorset 
soldiers have been 
awarded the French 
Legion d'honneur 
medal in recognition 
of their role in the lib¬ 
erty of the country in 
World War Two. 

Ron Beale from Port¬ 
land and Tony Wills 
from Misterton were 
presented with the 
award by the French 
Consul Madame 
Josette Lebrat who 
said: "Today you are 
made Knights of the 
Legion of Honour. You 
are the heroes of the 
Second World War. 
Modern knights. We 
honour you. We also 
remember your 
friends, those who did 
not make it back. 
Thorough you and 
through this cere¬ 
mony we honour their 
sacrifice and their 
courage. 

"It is through the 
courage of men and 
women like you that 
our parents across the 
channel were able to 
regain their freedom. 

"On behalf of the 
French Republic and 
on behalf of our par¬ 
ents, I would like to 


say a warm thankyou. 
Merci." 

Ninety-four-year-old 
Ron Beale was born in 
Christchurch. He ar¬ 
rived in Normandy 
with the 4th Dorsets 
in June 1944. In Au¬ 
gust, the same day his 
best man was killed, 
Ron was hit by a ma¬ 
chine gun round and 
collapsed in a corn 
field. 

He recalled: "I felt 
alone and frightened 
then. I couldn't see 
anything but I could 
hear colleagues firing 
away in the distance. 
In the tall cornfields 
the wounded, who 
were unable to move, 
could get lost or 
crushed by a tank or 
gun carrier." 

He was spotted by 
the battalion's padre, 
Francis Musgrave, 
who was to die him¬ 
self later that day in a 
mortar attack. 

On receiving the 
medal, Mr Beale said: 
"I am very thrilled I 
think it's a wonderful 
medal. It isn't very 
often my friends and 


family get together on 
this scale." 

Tony Wills was born 
in Misterton in 1925, 
he joined the Dorset 
Regiment in 1943. He 
was enlisted with the 
5th Dorsets and saw 
service with them 
through Normandy 
including at Hill 112 


and Maltot. 

He said: "It's a great 
honour to me. You 
think more of your 
colleagues. I had the 
privilege of serving 
with some of the 
finest men you could 
ever have and that's 
what gets me. I get 
very emotional when I 
think about them." 

The event was or¬ 
ganised by Major Nick 


Speakman from the 
Keep Military Mu¬ 
seum in Dorchester: 
"It is so important that 
we tell people about 
these men and what 
they went through. 

"These awards help 
to bring their stories 
to new generations 
and also enable us to 
remember those who 
did not return."

Charity trekkers needed 
to take on Borneo jungle 


WELDMAR Hospice- 
care supporters are being 
invited to take on the 
Borneo jungle for the 
charity’s 2017 overseas 
challenge.

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Success as numbers drop 
in drink driving campaign 


DORSET Police said they had a 
successful Christmas drink and 
drug drive campaign. 

A total of 869 breath tests 
were carried out by officers dur¬ 
ing the campaign - which ran 
from December 1st, 2015, until 
January 1st, 2016 - compared to 
1,086 during the same period 
the previous year. 

As standard practice during 
the Christmas drink and drug 
drive campaign officers 
breathalysed all drivers in¬ 
volved in collisions, those 
stopped while committing a 
moving road traffic offence and 
anyone suspected of driving 
under the influence of alcohol. 
The Road Traffic Act does not 
permit random breath testing. 

In total Dorset Police made 
105 arrests during the campaign 
20 of which were for driving 


under the influence of drugs and 
five for refusing to provide a 
sample. During the same period 
the previous year 88 people 
were arrested. 

As in the previous year anyone 
charged with a drink or drug 
driving-related offence in 
Dorset during the campaign had 
their name and court appearance 
details released to the media. 

In all, 44 people have so far 
been charged as a result of the 
campaign. Of these 33 were 
men and 11 were women. 

Inspector Matt Butler, of the 
Devon & Cornwall and Dorset 
Alliance Road Policing Team, 
said: “It is disappointing that de¬ 
spite the obvious risks, a num¬ 
ber of motorists decided to drive 
after taking drugs or drinking. 

“New technology is allowing 
us to test motorists for the pres¬ 


ence of drugs and 20 drivers 
were arrested as a result of pos¬ 
itive drug tests. 

“We know that alcohol is a 
factor in around 25 per cent of 
deaths on our roads and we will 
continue to target motorists who 
put other road users at risk 
throughout the year and appeal 
to the public to help us.” 

If someone is caught drink 
driving, they will face a mini¬ 
mum 12 month driving ban, a 
criminal record, up to six 
months in prison and a fine of 
up to £5,000. 

Inspector Butler continued: “If 
you think someone is about to 
drive under the influence of 
drink or drugs, then call us on 
999 immediately so police can 
intercept or call 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555111 
with non-urgent information.” 


£3.5million work to improve 


WORK will start this year on a 
multi-million project to im¬ 
prove the water supply in West 
Dorset. 

Wessex Water is spending 
£3.5million on an underground 
storage tank at the Martin's 
Down site alongside the A35, 
west of Winterbourne Abbas. 


Work is due to start next 
spring and should be finished 
within 12 months. 

Because of the landscape, 
which includes several burial 
chambers, the company has 
held talks with English Her¬ 
itage, the county archaeologist, 
West Dorset AONB and the 


water supply 

local planning authority to find 
ways of minimising the impact 
of the work. 

The majority of public foot¬ 
paths and byways will remain 
open during the operation, al¬ 
though some diversions may 
be needed as the work pro¬ 
gresses.

Hear the crackle 
at Vinyl Saturday 

CLOCKTOWER Music in Bridport’s Art & Vin¬ 
tage Quarter, organisers of Bridport’s nationally- 
famous ‘Vinyl Saturday’, are looking forward to 
their first event of 2016 on Saturday, February 
20th. 

The quarterly Record, CD & Music event, which 
features a Record and CD Fair plus the opportunity 
for the town's shops and Saturday market stalls to 
take part by offering records and music items for 
sale on the day, attracts many visitors from around 
the UK and Europe to Bridport. 

Bridport’s Vinyl Saturday is historically viewed as 
one of the kick-starters of the revival in vinyl records 
in 2008, along with the introduction in the UK of 
Record Store Day and followed in 2009 by the book 
Fast Shop Standing, which also became a film. 

Initially Vinyl Saturday’s aim was to create inter¬ 
est in records again and to encourage as many out¬ 
lets as possible in the town to offer vinyl records 
for sale. In 2007, when the event was originally 
conceived, vinyl records were considered a dying 
medium for playing music. 

However, one of the owners of Clocktower 
Music thought differently, recognising that there 
was an opportunity for Bridport to attract visitors 
by promoting the advantages and joys of owning 
and playing vinyl records. This has worked very 
well for Bridport and in this small town there are 
now around 15 places to search for records all year 
round - plus Saturday's market days see even more 
opportunity. The resurgence of records in recent 
years has made Bridport one of the vinyl hotspots 
for buyers outside of major cities. The event’s im¬ 
portance was recognised early on by being voted 
Record Fair of the Year across Europe by Record 
Collector magazine 

The next event is on Saturday, February 20th, 
10am to 4pm, admission £1 (or free with the adja¬ 
cent advert), at the United Church, East St, Brid¬ 
port, Dorset DT6 3FJ.

Wasteful Magpies search for a striker 


ASSISTANT manager Nick Crit¬ 
tenden suggested that the club 
are looking for a new striker fol¬ 
lowing Saturday's defeat at 
home to Slough Town. 

Although the Magpies cre¬ 
ated a host of chances they 
only managed to score one, 
and that was in the second 
minute of added time. 

Talking after the game, which 
attracted the second highest 
attendance of the season to 
The Avenue, the former Yeovil 
Town ace admitted that they 
needed to replace Jonah 
Ayunga who was sold to Cham¬ 
pionship side Brighton & Hove 
Albion on transfer deadline day. 

He said:"We are disappointed 
having created enough 
chances to have won two 
games. 

"We played some nice foot¬ 


ball on a poor surface and cre¬ 
ated 15 or 16 chances that on 
another day we might have had 
three or four goals. We are dis¬ 
appointed but not disheart¬ 
ened." 

Defender Nathan Walker has 
been playing as an emergency 
striker in recent weeks, a posi¬ 
tion he has played before. 

Whilst he lacks the speed and 
some of the ball playing skills of 
others, his strength both on the 
ground and in the air is a great 
asset, and he causes a number 
of problems for opposition de¬ 
fenders. 

Such is his contribution that 
he was named the January 
Player of the month and was 
also the sponsors' choice of 
player of the match against 
Slough. However he is not a 
natural goalscorer.

Crittenden acknowledged his 
contribution but confirmed the 
club are looking for a replace¬ 
ment to fill Ayunga's void.

"Charlie's going to be a big 
loss for at least three games 
and we have some big games, 
especially away from home 
coming up." 

On Matt Oldring's late goal in 
added time he added: "Matt's 
been consistent all season and 
popped up with a few goals; 
some important ones. 

"I'm pleased that he scored. 
We can rely on him to give one 
hundred per cent, but it wasn't 
enough time in the end. 

"Maybe if it had come 3-4 
minutes earlier we might have 
been able to salvage some¬ 
thing, but that's the way foot¬ 
ball is sometimes."
